America's  last  King.  Born  on  June  4th,  1738,  he  succeeded  his  grandfather, 
George  II,  to  the  throne  of  England  in  1760  when  he  was  twenty-two  years  old. 
George  was  a  descendent  of  the  House  of  Hanover.  He  was  the  first  English 
speaking  descendent  of  that  Germanic  line. 

Along  with  James  I  and  Mary  Queen  of  Scots, 
he  was  thought  to  suffer  from  the  so-called 
inbred  “royal  disease,"  or  porphyria.  This 
blood  defect  manifests  itself  by  causing 
intense  sickness  and  insanity.  He  had  bouts  of 
melancholia  in  1789,  1801,  and  1804.  He 
finally  became  permanently  insane  in  1810. 

Along  with  the  aforementioned,  in  1808  he 
became  totally  blind. 

King  George's  reign  was  marred  by  loss 
of  the  American  Colonies.  The  King  was 
uncompromising  when  it  came  to  the  rights  of 
the  colonists.

Preparations  for  the  June  20-22,  1996  GSNA 

Convention  are  progressing  well.  Many  new  dealers 
have  signed  on  and  the  tokens  and  medals  portion  is 
attracting  an  increasing  number  of  T&M  dealers.  The 
GSNA  Board  and  Club  Representatives  have  been 
meeting  regularly  and  getting  things  done. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  NJNS  (the  New  Jersey 
Numismatic  Society)  we  will  try  to  hold  a  picnic  this 
summer  at  Schooley  Mountain  State  Park  in  Morris 
County,  site  of  former  GSNA  picnics  of  the  mid  1 980's. 
By  now,  your  club  President  may  have  announced  the  new  GSNA  award  program 
for  a  Numismatist  of  the  year  and  Club  of  the  Year. 

That's  the  good  news!  The  not  so  good  news  has  to  do  with  the  increasing 
number  of  commercial  coin  shows  that  now  fill  every  Sunday  each  month.  These 
have  the  effect  of  disabling  the  club  shows  which  help  raise  their  annual  revenue  to 
survive.  One  alternative  is  to  hold  club  shows  on  Saturdays.  Most  dealers,  including 
a  number  who  have  shops,  have  told  me  that  they  do  not  mind  doing  two  shows  a 
weekend.  Saturdays  for  the  most  part  provide  virtually  no  conflicts  unless  a  club 
picks  a  particular  weekend  where  a  major  convention  is  occurring  such  as  Wespnex, 
(White  Plains,  NY)  or  one  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania  (such  as  Wilksbarre,  or 
Allentown.)  Saturday  shows  also  might  provide  less  conflicts  with  proposed  Sunday 
family  outings.  So,  if  your  club  is  becoming  increasingly  concerned  about  its 
survival  due  to  the  unavailability  of  a  Sunday  show  date,  choosing  a  Saturday  date 
may  prove  to  be  a  silver  lining. 

Since  many  halls  hold  evening  parties  on  Saturday  night,  setting  a  show  date 
for  a  particular  Saturday  will  require  long  range  planning.  Some  dealers  with  shops 
may  not  be  able  to  get  away;  a  casualty  of  this  alternative.  Those  clubs  located  far 
away  from  commercial  show  sites  may  be  unaffected  and  can  attract  a  sufficient 
number  of  dealers  for  their  annual  Sunday  numismatic  conclave. 

Because  our  state  is  smaller  than  most  geographically,  it  is  possible  for 
interested  persons  to  attend  our  Board  meetings.  These  meetings  are  not  closed  to 
GSNA  members.  If  you  would  like  to  attend  an  upcoming  Board  meeting  feel  free 
to  contact  any  of  the  officers  listed  in  this  journal  regarding  the  date,  time  and  site 
of  the  next  one  and  do  join  us.  The  GSNA  is  here  to  serve  all  of  its  members  and 
member  clubs  and  part  of  that  is  to  hear  what  you  have  to  say.

A  GS"NA  Member’s  Souvenirs  of

Silk  brocade  from  Varanasi...  marble  inlay  from  Agra...  exquisite  miniature 
Mughal  style  paintings  from  Jaipur...  These  are  the  beautiful  mementos  brought 
back  by  the  typical  traveler  who  visits  far  away  India. 

My  wife  and  I  have  our  share  of  these  souvenirs  from  last  year's 
adventure  vacation,  and  more:  we  also  have  examples  of  the  varied  Indian 
banknotes  and  coins  saved  from  everyday  transactions  during  our  journey. 

For  instance,  there  is  the  crisp  5 -rupee  note  with  a  view  of  a  farmer 
plowing  with  a  tractor.  This  was  obtained  in  change  for  the  purchase  of  a  sun 
hat.  I  actually  had  10  rupees  coming,  but  the  vendor  claimed  not  to  have  exact 
change.  No  problem;  the  note  he  gave  me  was  several  grades  better  than  the  one 
I  had,  so  I  was  more  than  satisfied.  At  current  exchange  rates,  one  rupee  is 
valued  at  about  2.86  cents. 

In  the  urban  hotels  of  India  it  is  unusual  to  make  a  transaction  for  less  than 
10  rupees.  The  small-change  notes  and  coins  are  the  money  of  the  small 
villages,  and  the  urban  street  vendors.  A  cup  of  tea  costs  2  rupees ;  so  does  a 
postcard;  a  snack  packet  of  dried  lentils  (dal)  is  1  rupee.  Vendors  of  these  items 
can  sometimes  be  persuaded  to  make  “interesting”  change  for  you. 

There  are  both  notes  and  coins  of  the  1,  2,  and  5 
rupee  denominations;  they  circulate  side  by  side.  The  one 
rupee  note  (much  less  common  than  the  coin)  bears  an 
image  of  the  1  rupee  coin,  and  the  date  of  the  coin  changes 
every  year  on  the  note  just  as  on  the  coin,  (see  right).  The 
decimal  of  the  rupee  is  the  paisa  (plural  -  paise),  which 
today  is  worth  only  a  small  fraction  of  a  US  cent.  The 
smallest  circulating  coin  is  the  5  paise  piece.  The  paise  are 
accepted  by  beggars  who  accumulate  them,  but 
individually  the  paise  coins  purchase  virtually  nothing. 

In  India  many  languages  are  spoken,  Hindi  being  the 
primary  one.  All  banknotes  are  in  Hindi  and  in  English, 
but  the  denominations  are  given  in  13  additional 
languages,  each  with  its  own  alphabet.  On  the  older  notes  the  English 
inscription  is  above  the  Hindi,  and  the  inscription  on  the  Reverse  Bank  of  India 
seal  is  in  English.  On  the  newer  notes,  the  positions  of  the  inscriptions  are 
reversed  and  the  seal  is  bilingual.

passed  the  “Five  Intolerable  Acts  of 
1774.”  These  laws  sought  to  get  the 
colonists  to  renounce  their  opposition 
and  to  pay  for  damages  done  by  their 
acts  of  violence  against  the  Crown. 

The  English  government  also  passed 
the  “Quartering  Act  of  1774.”  This 
authorized  the  sending  of  one 
thousand  troops  to  Boston.  The  troops  took  over  the  city  and  closed  Boston 
Harbor.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the  British  caused  only  more  violence  and 
dissent  on  the  part  of  the  colonists.  King  George  was  quoted  as  saying,  “The 
die  is  cast.  The  colonies  must  either  triumph  or  submit.”

New  Coins  for  Old 


It  was  during  his  reign  that  counterfeiting  of  copper  coins  became  so  out  of 
hand  that  the  British  government  accepted  a  proposal  set  forth  by  Matthew' 
Boulton.  He  wanted  each  coin  to  contain  its  intrinsic  value  of  metal  and,  for 
uniformity,  he  proposed  a  retaining  collar  to  be  used  in  the  minting  process. 
This  would  then  give  the  coins  a  consistent  diameter.  The  coins  would  be 
minted  using  the  steam  presses  developed  by  Boulton  and  James  Watt.  The 
coins,  one  and  two  pence,  would  also  have  a  wide,  raised  rim  on  both  the 
obverse  and  reverse  faces  of  the  coins.  This  was  done  to  protect  the  surfaces 
and  to  prolong  the  circulating  life  of  the  coins.  The  one  penny  coin  would 
weigh  one  ounce  avoirdupois  and  the  two  pence  would  weigh  two  ounces 
avoirdupois.  On  June  9,  1797  the  government  signed  a  contract  with 
Boulton  to  mint  480  tons  of  pennies,  and  twenty  tons  of  two  pence  coins, 
these  were  minted  at  Boulton’s  Soho  Mint  in  Birmingham,  and  bore  the  date 
1797.  Due  to  the  size  of  the  coins  and  their  wide  rims,  they  acquired  the 
nickname  “cartwheels.”  These  coins  were  a  one  year  type  set.  The  one 
penny  sells  today  for  from  $7.0  in  Very  Good  to  $250  in  Uncirculated.  The 
two  pence  goes  from  $15  in  Fine  to  $300  in  Uncirculated. 

Emergency  Issue 

The  price  of  Bullion  was  so  high  that  only  small  amounts  of  silver  were 
minted  during  the  18th  century.  To  ease  the  shortage,  the  Bank  of  England 
purchased  Spanish  silver  4  and  8  Reales,  and  counter-marked  them  with  a 
stamping  showing  the  head  of  George  III.  The  counter-marks  appeared  as

Page  #2.  On  the  internet,  however,  it 's  all  in  color.  .  .. 

The  coin  is  an  otherwise  common 
looking  Byzantine  solidus.  The 
solidus  was  a  gold  coin  which 
weighed  c.  4.43  grams  of  22  k. 
gold.  The  Byzantine  solidus  was  the 
standard  gold  coin  for  most  of  the 
civilized  world  for  over  six  hundred 
years  of  the  empire's  history. 

This  solidus ,  however,  was  not  issued  by  an  ordinary'  emperor.  It  was 
issued  by  emperor  Ph i  1  ippikos  Bardanes.  Bardanes  was  a  general  in  the  army  of 
Justinian  II.  Justinian  first  ruled  from  685  to  695,  but  was  overthrown  in  a 
revolution,  and  was  exiled  to  the  city  of  Cherson,  in  the  Crimea.  During  the  ten 
years  of  his  exile,  Justinian  plotted  a  return,  which  he  accomplished  in  the 
summer  of  705.  Escaping  from  Cherson,  Justinian  lead  an  army  of  Slavs  and 
Bulgars  against  the  city  of  Constantinople.  Victorious,  he  murdered  Leontius 
and  Tiberius  III,  who  had  reigned  while  he  was  in  exile,  and  then  established  a 
reign  of  terror  unequalled  in  history.  Justinian  II  was  obsessed  with  wracking 
vengeance  on  all  those  who  had  profeited  from  his  exile.  Most  of  the  aristocracy 
and  the  bureaucracy  of  the  empire  were  slaughtered  in  Justinian's  vengeance.  He 
even  sent  an  army  to  capture  and  slaughter  all  the  citizens  of  the  city  of 
Cherson,  the  place  of  his  exile. 

Bardanes  was  the  general  in  command  of  the  army  sent  to  destroy 
Cherson.  Outraged  either  by  the  expectations  of  the  vengeance  they  were  sent  to 
wreak  or  by  the  prospect  of  spending  a  winter  in  the  Crimea,  Bardanes  was 
proclaimed  emperor  by  his  troops.  He  took  the  name  of  Ph i  1  ippikos,  and 
returned  to  Constantinople  with  his  army.  Justinian's  over  indulgent  vengence 
had  left  no  one  alive  in  the  city  to  protect  him.  Justinian  and  his  son  Tiberius 
were  executed,  and  Phi  I  ippikos  claimed  the  purple. 

But  Pli  i I  ippikos  didn't  last  very  long  as  emperor.  For  reasons  only

comprehensible  to  the  Byzantine  mind,  Philippikos  tried  to  revive  the 
theological  doctrine  known  as  Monotheleteism.  This  doctrine  claimed  "one  will" 
for  the  divine  and  human  Christ,  and  had  been  relatively  unheard  of  since 
condemned  as  a  heresy  under  Constantine  IV  almost  thirty  years  before.  The 
reward  for  Philippikos  unswerving  dedication  to  a  dead  heresy  was  that  eighteen 
months  after  taking  the  throne,  he  was  deposed  and  blinded.  He  died  soon  after. 

Not  many  numismatic  examples  remain  from  Philippikos'  brief  reign. 
This  solidus  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  known  of  an  insidiously  rare  coin.  It 
was  struck  in  Constantinople,  and  is  Sear  number  1447.  The  obverse  inscription 
reads  D  N  FILEPICUS  MULTUS  AN  ("Long  Live  Our  Lord  Philippikos"), 
proving  that  often  Byzantine  coin  inscriptions  were  absolutely  wishful  thinking.

The  national  crest  of  India,  the  Ashoka  capital 
with  the  tour  addorsed  lions  (see  left),  appears  on 
ever\  Indian  note  and  coin.  This  capital  may  be  seen 
in  the  archaeological  museum  in  Samath,  near 
Varanasi;  adjacent  to  the  museum  is  a  park  where  the 
Ashoka  pillar  and  other  ancient  ruins  lie.  This  is  the 
place  where  the  Buddha  preached  his  first  sermon. 

Portraits  of  Indian  leaders  appear  infrequently 
on  Indian  currency.  Mahatma  Gandhi’s  portrait 
appears  on  the  500  rupee  note  (see  below);  my 
specimen  ot  this  note  has  special  significance  because  I  obtained  it  from  our 
guide  at  the  shrine  in  Delhi  where  Gandhi  was  cremated. 

Circulating  commemorative  coins 
in  all  denominations  are  issued  in  India, 
some  of  which  bear  portraits.  Hawahr  Lai 
Nehru’s  portrait  is  on  the  1989 
commemorative  1  rupee  coin;  Indira 
Gandhi’s  portrait  is  on  the  1984  50  paise 
(half  rupee)  coin.  Dr.  B.R.  Ambedkar’s  is 
on  the  1  rupee  of  1990.  Other 
commemoratives  that  may  be  found 
include  those  with  economic  development 
themes  such  as  Fisheries  (1986  50  paise), 

Rural  Women's  Advancement  (1980  25 
paise).  World  Food  Day  (1981  10  paise), 
and  International  Year  of  the  Family 
(1984  1  rupee). 

In  all  there  are  eight  denominations 
of  notes,  and  eight  denominations  of  coins 
currently  circulating  in  India,  with  several  varieties  of  each,  adding  up  to  a 
varied  and  interesting  collection.  The  coins  are  struck  at  three  different  mints: 
Calcutta,  Bombay,  and  Flyderabad  Coin  shops  aren't  to  be  found,  so  we  had  to 
obtain  our  souvenirs  from  circulation.  The  Indian  banks  staple  the  notes  in 
bundles,  so  even  fresh  examples  will  have  a  pair  of  staple  holes.  Finding  notes 
with  no  more  than  one  pair  of  holes  was  a  definite  challenge!

Only  100  of 
the  NJNS  medals  were  produced.
